Because of 
the conflict, FSl ha* agreed to cutting the Agency* s portion of the 
course from two to one -&nd-a- half days. 

c. Vietnamese. On Monday, 5 February, a full-time couree 
in Vietnamese was begun for five officers, three from the CS, and 
one each from the Offices of Security and Communications. (This 
Is the largest input in Vietnamese in more than a year. ) Two of the 
CS officers and the one from OC are scheduled for nine months of 
braining; their goal, to achieve Elementary plus in speaking. The 
other two have a three -month program, with Slight plus as their 
goal. All five have started with the six-week programed instruction 
introduced by the language School four years ago. 

d. Midcareer. The Midcareer Course, all male and the youngest 
yet (3T. B years average age --and with an average of 12 years of Agency 
experience) appears to be going better than the last class with respect 
to teamwork. With Phase 11 starting on Monday, 5 February, there 
have already been eleven substitutions of speakers — most unusual, 
though understandable because of the current changeover in the Agency's 
administration. We expect there will be more substitutions during the 
next several days.
